Statistical data in connection with the 1940 Agricultural Con- 

servation and Parity Price Programs will be listed on form NCR~438a 

in the Statistical Section of the State office. Payment data will be 

listed by townships for all farms in each county for which a payment 

was computed under the 1940 Agricultural Conservation Program, all farms 

which enter into the computation of a payment on a multiple application, 

from NCR-427, and all farms for which parity payments were computed. 


When blocks of forms NCR-425, 1940 Farm Computation Shects, are 
received in the Statistical Section they will be sorted by townships 
and arranged in numerical order for listing. 


Detcrmine which of the computation sheets are to be listed by 
examining the application for payment gerial numbers which appear above 
Section IV and the net payment for the farm entered in Section IV, item 
(11), column (bd). The data on the computation sheets, forms NCR-425, 
will not be listed on form NCR-438a if all serial numbers entered above 


Section IV are 7,000 or less and the entry in Section 1V, item Gy 
column (b) is zero. 


In listing the data from farm computation sheets the farm number 
in column (1) of NCR-438a will be encircled ee 
(1) The cntry in Scetion IV, item (11), column (b) of 
NOR-425 is zcro and one or more of the scrial numbers 
which appear on such form are greater than 7,000 and 
one or more serial numbers are less than 7,000, or; 


(2) The compvtation sheet contains serial numbers which 
are all greater than 7,000. 


When listing, each entry clerk will make a list of the encircled 
farm numbers and the serial numbers above 7,000 which appear on the com= 
putation sheet for cach of such farms. The applications for payment for 
more than one farm which are filcd by scrial numbers in the Application 
for Payment Section for cach of the applications listed in connection 
with an encircled farm number will be examined to determine if the farn

entered into the computation of a payment on a multiple application, 

In determining if a payment was .earned on any multiple application, 
form NCR~427, examine the entry in Section II, line (4), column (f). 
Delete the entrics in colums (2) to (18), inclusive, on form NCR-438a 
for cach farm for which the examination of all applications for payment 
for persons interested in the farm shows that such farm did not enter 
into the computation of a payment on any of the applications identified 
with the farm. 


The anount of increase for adjusting small payments on all appli- 
cations for payment identified with cach farn will be entered in column 
(17) of form NCR-438a on the line where the payment data for the farn 
are listed. The amount of increase for adjusting small payments will 
be obtained from form NCR-426, Section IV, line (3), column Gop 


After each block of forms NCR-425 has been tabulated on form 
NCR=438a, they shall be returned to the Application for Payment Section 
for filing.

SECTION II. Listing 1940 Parity Payment Data 


The data to be listed on form NCR+438a in columns (19) to (24), 
inclusive, will be taken fron parity payment applications, form ACP-lll. 
In listing these data determine that the entries in columns (19) to (24), 
inclusive, relate to the identical farms for which the farm numbers are 
entered in column (1). 


When blocks of forms ACP-111 are received in the Statistical 
Section they shall be sorted by tovmships and arranged in numerical 
order. In arranging applications for 1940 parity payments ascertain 
that all of the applications in each block are for the same commodity. 


The data for farms for which parity payments are computed will be 
listed in columns (19) and (20) for wheat payments, columns (21) and (22) 
for corn paynents, and columns (23) and (24) for cotton payments. After 
the data from forms ACP-111 have been entered on form NCR~438a they shall 
be returned to the Application for Payment Section for filing.

SECTION III, County Summary of Statistical 
Data Relating to Payments 


After all entries have been made on form NCR~438a for each farn 
to be listed and the data for all non-payment farms have been deleted 
obtain the shect and township totals of all columns containing data. 
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Under the sheet and township totals of each of the gross farn parity 
paynents enter in the spaces provided the number of farms upon which 
wheat, corn, and cotton parity payments were computed, respectively. 


Label a separate sheet form NCR-438a, "County Summary" and enter 
on this summary all column totals and the number of farms upon which 
wheat, corn, or cotton parity payments were computed by township totals. 
After the data for all townships have been entered on the county summary 
obtain county totals of all columns and other pertinent data and entor 
such data in the appropriate gaces on the county summary shcete 
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
